There is said to be a deadlock in the 


Supreme Court of Nevada, but the 
rumor is contradicted. Beport had it 
that in the case of S. C. Wright vs. the 
Carson Water Company on appeal 
Justices Bigelow and Murphy held 
different views and Justice Belknap, 
being incapacitated by illness, a dead- 
lock was the re&nlt. 
Now Justice 


Murphy informs the Appeal that the 
rumor that Jubtice Belknap was re- 
fraining from mental work en the ad- 
vice of his physicians is unfounded, as 
he is now, and has been for some time 
pa&t, doing at least four hours work a 
day on Supreme Court business. 


The Appeal says the facts iu the 


Wright case, which has been before the 
Bupvpme Court for some time, are as 
follows: 


Sam Wright loaned the Water Com- 


pany $2,000, and took a note for the 
amount. When the note was to be 
paid A It red Helm, acting as secretary 
for the Water Company, laid 
the 


money on the counter and said be 
would hko to borrow »it for a while. 
Wright assented, but kept 1 he Water 
Company's note. It was contended by 
the defense that Helm, not the Water 
Company, was responsible for the pay- 
ment of the note The lower court 
held that there was no transfer ot the 
money and that Wright, still holding 
the note, was entitled to collect from 
the company 


The Appeal asserts that the ca&o has 


been before the Supreme Court for 
several months, Ju&tices Bigelow and 
Murphy holding different opinions on 
the points 
involved, 
and 
Justice 


Belknap on the advice of his physi- 
cians performing no mental labor, 
caused ii deadlock. 


Now it is stated upon the authority 


of Justice Murphy that 
votes four hours daily 
Court business. So the 
ctduig the Wright ca&e must be due to 
other causes, in fact, it does not appear 
that any disagreement exists between 
the Justices. 


In this connection the public will be 


pleased to know that Justice Belknap, 
whose health was in a precarious con- 
dition for a while is able to devote four 
hours a day to the duties of his office.

\VHITE UliCLAKUS TOR SILVER. 


Senator White, of California, has 


placed himself in lino with thp silver 
men. 
In a speech in the United States 


Semite he referred to the statement of 
President Cleveland in his message 
that the time had come when gold and 
silver must part company, and con- 
trasted it wif h the declaration of Wil- 
son, who introduced the repeal bills 
that the object of that bill was to re- 
store bilver to its former standard. 
Ho showed by oHlcial statistics that 
there is nothing to justify the asser- 
tion that thero is u &nrplua of silver as 
compared with gold, and demonstrated 
that the present production of silver 
did not create as much difference as 
existed between the metals when Cal- 
ifornia and Australia were supplying 
tho world with immense quantities o) 
gold 


Tho speech, which was logical and 


forcible niu&t necessarily have a good 
eftect. Senator White represents the 
foremost gold producing State in the 
world, and one which is not dependent 
upon bilver except to the extent thai 
anything which makes tho silver States 
prosperous benefits it in a general way. 


Senator White is opposed to chang- 


ing tho rules to limit debate and ex- 
pres^ey confidence in the good sense 
and ability of the people to right the 
financial tariff and all other questions 
of State or national importance. He 
adheres to the sentiments expressed by 
him before his election to the Senate 
and is in full accord with the Populists 
on every important principle.

STATE 


Some Fact* Relating to its Present Con- 
' 


dition and Outlook. 


The large and varied exhibit of the 


University at the Paviliom is receiving 
much attention from visitors who nat- 
urally desire to know more, about the 
institution itself. To them a few facts 
concerning its present condition and 
outlook may be of interest. 


The University opened this year 


under brighter auspices than usual, for 
the increased 
attendance during a 


time of great financial depression ban 
demonstrated the confidence of the 
people in their educational institution. 


Nearly all of the old students have 


returned while enough new ones have 
entered to swell the attendance beyond 
that of the corresponding period of 
last year. 


The scholarship of the students is 


excellen* and they never were better 
graded than now, so that they are pre- 
pared to take up their studies with 
profit to themselves and credit to the 
University. 


This growth in the attendance has 


been met by an increased faculty, also, 
and additional appliances for work. The 
Board of Eegents very generously gave 
the Normal school much needed assist- 
ance by electing Miss Bardenwerper o! 
Carson assistant in the Training school 
This action has placed the school in a 
position to do thorough work in the 
training of teachers. 


A stamp mill, recently erected in the 


rear of the Mining Laboratory, is a 
valuable addition to the equipment of 
the Mining school. The other Labora- 
tories and the workshop are also, weL 
equipped so that the students are able 
to pursue then? work to the greatesl 
advantage. 


The library, in a sense the laboratory 


of the JEnglish and language depart- 
ments, though still small for a college 
library, is steadily growing by the 
addition of standard works of various 
kinds. It receives a large number of 
newspapers, magazines and other peri- 
odicals devoted to philological and 
scientific research. The most of the 
books and periodicals may be drawn 
out by the students so that they may 
have the best of literature to reac 
during their leisure time. 


The management of the University 


hag planned its courses so that the stu- 
dents may have their choice of either a 
professional or a liberal education. 


In the professional schools, the cour- 


ses are so planned as to furnish the 
student 
with a technical education 


upon a substantial and comprehensive 
foundation. Ihe practical side is em- 
phasized with a view to fitting them 
to take up their professions imme- 
diately upon graduation. 


The School of Liberal Arts, however, 


is designed to furnish a more genera] 
education by instruction in science and 
in langtage, history, finance, etc. This 
course is pursued by those who desire 
a liberal education or a still broader 
foundation for a professional course. 


The courses of study are gradually 


being extended as the students become 
better qualified to take them up. This 
year a few additional courses have been 
added to raise the institution more 
nearly to the level of strictly Univer- 
sity work. This extension is due in 
a large measure to the more thorough 
work done in the High schools through- 
out the State. This year a decided 
movement was made by them in ex- 
tending their course of etudy. This 
will permit the University, within a 
short time, to raise its requirements 
for admission and at the same time 
strengthen still more its courses o) 
study. It will have the additional 
effect, also, of bringing the schools and 
the University into closer relations 
than ever, which, if continued, musl 
strengthen the Public Schools while 
raising the University to its proper 
place at the head of the State School 
system.

Ancient Girdles. 


Ancient girdles were in some respects 


like the chatelaines not long ago so much 
the rage among the ladies, but they dif- 
fered therefrom in being more useful, 
more comprehensive in regard both to 
sex and to articles worn, and when com- 
pletely furnished more costly. It is 
partly for this last reason that we find 
girdles bequeathed as precious heirlooms 
and as valuable presents to keep the 
giver's memory green after death. They 
were not infrequently of great intrinsic 
value. One of King John's girdles was 
wrought with gold and adorned with 
gems, and that of the widow of Sir 
Thomas Hungerford, bequeathed in 1504 
to the mother church of Worcester, 
was of green color harnessed with silver 
and richly jeweled. 


Not a few wealthy commoners were 


able to afford the luxury of gold embel- 
lished belts and were not superior to that 
pardonable vanity so long as no regula- 
tion prohibited them. Those who have 
studied our social history will not be 
surprised to learn that enactments were 
passed restraining them. Edward HI 
forbade any person under the degree of a 
knight fro 03 wearing girdles, gilt or sil- 
ver, unless he should happen to be an es- 
quiro of substance valued at more than 
£200, when a reasonable embellishment 
was tolerated. Henry IV confirmed this 
regulation, but it does not seem to have 
been stringently enforced, for Edward IV 
was constrained to impose a penalty of 
40 pence upon the wives of servants and 
laborers who should have the pertinence 
to aspiie to bo ua good as their masters' 
spouses.—Chambers' Journal.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp r. M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minuteb between race 
Signals—Bell call «Jenoten to saddle. Bugle 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely live minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of tho animal, thatdo nothond the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must bo made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 
1893. 


Entries for the running- purses must bo 
made two duys preceding the race, before 6 
o'clock i', M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start tho day before the race at 61'. M. 


Hordes entered in pursescan only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age und sex of tho horce, ana the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of tho horse, v, ith tho weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared oil' by tho executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running ruccH, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, und all horses 
that have won prior to September Iht shal 
carry live pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races uulcnj 
the conditions otherwmo stipulate, und must 
be paid prior to weighing tho jockey out. ' 


Where there iu more than one entry l.y one 
person, or in one lute rest, the particular 
norso they are to start must be named by d 
p. u. of tile day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 00, 30 arid 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar» the best 
three in live, unless otherwise specified; live 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of th« 
purse, which shall be divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races Jiorses not w inning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follow* 
66% to the first and S&A to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating: 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association ralen to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to govern all running: 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
